Beth told The GEM: 
“I am delighted with the 
new centre, and I know 
other patients are, too. 

“It looks amazing, 
and already feels like 
home, especially when 
you spend so much of 
your life in and out of 
hospital!” 

It is estimated that 
almost 10,000 people 
live with cystic fibrosis 
(CF) in the United 
Kingdom. In people 
with CF, the lungs make 
thicker mucus than nor¬ 
mal, which can trap bac¬ 
teria in the small airways 
and lead to infection. 

The symptoms that 
develop include persist¬ 
ent cough, wheezing, 
shortness of breath and 
breathing difficulties 
and repeated chest infec¬ 
tions. 

The new centre’s 
director, Dr Ian 
Ketchell, said he was 
thrilled at the interest 
shown by people in the 
progress of the unit. 

“I was delighted by 
the number of guests 
who turned up to support 
the opening, and 
explained that work 
would now begin on 
phase two of the centre, 
which requires £1.1 mil¬ 
lion to be raised to com¬ 


plete the move of the in¬ 
patient ward. 

“Currently, there are 
only seven in-patient 
beds and there is an 
urgent need for 15 to 17 
beds in the new centre.” 

Dr Ketchell 

explained to the guests 
how invaluable the new 
centre already was to 
the team and its 
patients. 

With more than 240 
adult patients in Wales 
attending the new facili¬ 
ty it will provide a cen¬ 
tre of excellence to cur¬ 
rent and future patients. 

He explained: “Due 
to the significant 
advances in treatment 
and the development of 
specialised centres of 
care, life expectancy is 
increasing and as a 
national centre, it is 
essential that we are 
able to meet the grow¬ 
ing demand for our 
services. 

“Prior to the new cen¬ 
tre, the team, including 
doctors, nurses, physio¬ 
therapists, dietitians and 
psychologists, was 
spread out across the 
hospital.”

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‘Anti-social’ 
behaviour in 
Rhoose Point 
area debated 


TOMBSTONING, litter¬ 
ing, nuisance parking and 
alcohol are among the 
issues which have con¬ 
cerned Rhoose Point resi¬ 
dents this summer. 

Vale Council managers Miles 
Punter and Phil Beaman, the 
police and local councillors, met 
to consider instances of antisocial 
behaviour at the lagoons and 
other open spaces in the area. 

A report will be tabled at a Vale 
cabinet meeting in September, 
seeking permission to begin pub¬ 
lic consultation on the possible 
introduction of byelaws in the 
area. 

The aim of the measures would 
be to control or prohibit a range 
activities including camping, fish¬ 
ing, swimming, lighting fires and 
the consumption of alcohol. 

A parking survey will also be 
undertaken to determine whether 
restrictions should be introduced 
in the areas of the lagoons to pro¬ 
tect parking for nearby residents, 
and to encourage visitors to the 
area to use the car park at Rhoose

Railway Station. Council officers 
will also consider installing signs 
promoting the use of the car park 
to all visitors to the area. 

Coun Jeffrey James said the 
views of local residents had to be 
taken into consideration. 

“I am keen to support the use 
of the excellent open spaces at 
Rhoose Point by visitors, though 
this use must not be to the detri¬ 
ment of the local residents. 

“I believe that progressing con¬ 
sultation arrangements on a range 
of byelaws will be the most 
appropriate way of establishing 
which activities should be con¬ 
trolled or prevented in future.” 

Coun Phil Clarke added: “The 
open space land at Rhoose Point 
is a wonderful amenity, but we 
must do what we can with the 
assistance of the police to ensure 
that the actions of a few irrespon¬ 
sible individuals do not spoil the 
use of the area for the majority, 
including those who live at 
Rhoose Point.” 

Rhoose neighbourhood beat 


manager, Police Constable Nicola 
Owen, encouraged all residents or 
visitors to the area who witness 
antisocial behaviour to contact 
the Police via the 101 service. 

“I will be meeting residents to 
listen to their concerns and I am 
also keen to take action against 
those found to be committing 
antisocial behaviour, including 
visitors who insist on parking on 
the footways in the area of the 
lagoons and those found to be 
causing an obstruction.” 

In a warning to people who go 
swimming at Rhoose Point 
lagoon, PC Owen added: “Recent 
events in south Wales and else¬ 
where in the UK have brought 
home the need to take extreme 
care when swimming, particularly 
in reservoirs, lagoons and open 
water. 

“The water can be very cold 
and extremely deep with hazards 
which cannot be seen from the 
surface. The shock of the cold 
causes panic for even the most 
experienced swimmer and can 
easily lead to extreme difficulties 
or, tragically, drowning.”

‘Consult widely on 
the future of town 
centre’ says councillor 


A BARRY councillor has 
welcomed a licence exten¬ 
sion to Barry market, but 
warned that it must be 
involved in discussions on 
the town centre’s future. 

The current licence expires at 
the end of September 2013 but the 
Vale Council is proposing an 18- 
month extension until March 
2015. Plaid Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson, who represents Buttrills 
ward, said: “I support the exten¬ 
sion of the Barry Market contract, 


which brings more people to the 
Barry town centre area on 
Tuesdays. 

“It has become a regular part of 
Holton Road and Barry Dock 
since it was launched back in 
1994, nearly 20 years ago. 

“The Vale Council has recently 
published a consultants’ report for 
a new Town Centre Action Plan. 

“Between now and the exten¬ 
sion ending in 2015, hopefully 
many of those proposals to contin¬ 
ue the regeneration of the town 
centre will be implemented.” 


But Coun Johnson insisted that 
the owners of pemanently located 
businesses, as well as market 
traders, need to be consulted about 
future plans. 

“If the market is to be retained 
and developed for local shoppers 
in the longer-term, then the coun¬ 
cil must ensure that discussions 
take place with the market owners 
and permanent businesses so that 
the proposals benefit everybody in 
the town centre area and Holton 
Road continues to attract shop¬ 
pers.” 


‘Barry site 
meets criteria 
for closure’ 


LOCAL MP Alun 
Cairns has met 
directors of 
Premier Foods, 
who plan to close 
their milling opera¬ 
tion at the Rank 
Hovis building on 
Barry Docks. 

Mr Cairns, who 
opposes the closure, 
wanted to know the rea¬ 
sons for entering formal 
consultation with the 43 
employees about closing 
the plant. 

The first phase of 
consultation concluded 


that there was no alter¬ 
native other than clo¬ 
sure. 

Mr Cairns said: “This 
is a major employer in 
Barry and we need to do 
all possible to see if we 
can change their mind. 

I wanted to know if fur¬ 
ther investment in the 
operation would make a 
difference. 

“Premier Foods claim 
that there is an over¬ 
capacity in the market, 
and that the Barry site 
meets their criteria for 
closure.”

An appeal to the 
‘inconsiderate few’ 
- learn to clear up! 


A BARRY resident who walks his 
dog in Porthkerry Park a number 
of times each week, says he is 
frustrated by the lack of respect 
some people show local parkland 
areas. 

Chris Collins told The GEM: “Large 
numbers of dog owners, like myself, take 
their dogs for a walk in Porthkerry Park in 
the fields between Cwm Barry Valley and 
the Millwood. 

“The majority of dog owners in this 
area are responsible and clean up after 
their dogs. 


“A few owners allow their dogs to foul 
the footpaths without any consideration. 

“On behalf of the majority of responsi¬ 
ble dog owners, I would like to appeal to 
this inconsiderate few. 

“If you can’t be bothered to ‘bag and 
bin’, at least ‘stick and flick’, so others 
can avoid your dogs’ mess.” 

But Chris pointed out that abberant dog 
owners weren’t the only people despoiling 
the environment. 

“At this time of year, the Porthkerry 
Park fields between Cwm Barry Valley 
and the Millwood are visited overnight by 
‘free campers’. 


“I’m not sure if this activity is prohibit¬ 
ed in the park, but the frequency suggests 
maybe not. 

“Come to that, I’m not sure the motiva¬ 
tion for pitching a tent overnight has any¬ 
thing to do with the great outdoors! 

“Whatever their motivation, the 
‘campers’ rarely take their empty bottles, 
beer cans, plastic takeaway cartons and 
human detritus away when they leave. 

“In the bigger scheme of things, dog 
mess is biodegradable - this kind of activi¬ 
ty is more environmentally hazardous and 
offensive, and both are unacceptable.”

Nantymoel 
paedophile ( 81 ) 
is sent to jail 


A PENSIONER 
paedophile has 
been jailed for 
three years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Clifford Jones (81) of 
Court Colman Street, 
Nantymoel, was said 
by Judge Tom 
Crowther QC to be 
“sexually fixated on 
children” despite his 
age. 

He told Jones: “The 
effect on your victim 
and his family must 
have been consider¬ 
able”. 

The court heard that 
Jones had convictions 
for 22 offences, includ¬ 
ing sexual offences. In 
1994, he received nine 


months for committing 
an act of gross indecen¬ 
cy with a child and 
indecent assault, and 
four years later, he was 
given a suspended sen¬ 
tence for inciting a 
child to commit an act 
of gross indecency. 

In the present case, 
said prosecutor 

Michael Jones, the 
defendant admitted 
sexually assaulting a 
boy in the Nantymoel 
area. 

The boy got into his 
car where the offence 
occurred. 

When the child went 
home, he appeared 
tired and upset and 
said: “Something has 
happened.” 

He said Jones had 
touched his leg and 


Prevention order 
confusion as 
man discharged 


A man who 
breached a sexual 
offences prevention 
order, has been 
given an absolute 
discharge at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Nigel Morgan, 41, of 
Long Acre, Bridgend, 
had been convicted of 
the offence at Bridgend 
Magistrates and had 
been committed to the 
Crown Court for sen¬ 
tence. 

The order was 
imposed in May 2009 
when Morgan received 
51 months for sexual 
offences against a girl. 

Judge Daniel 
Williams ruled that the 
original order was 
defective. It specified 
Morgan was to have no 
contact with children 
under 18 but it should 
have been under-16. 


The order also speci¬ 
fied he was not to live 
in a house where there 
was a child under 18, 
not to have a child 
under 18 in his house 
and he must not enter 
any house where chil¬ 
dren under 18 resided. 

In addition, said pros¬ 
ecutor David Thomas, 
the order stipulated he 
was not to have unsu¬ 
pervised contact with a 
child under 18 unless an 
appropriate adult was 
present. 

Mr Thomas said that 
Morgan had breached 
the order by having con¬ 
tact with a girl who is 
actually under 16. There 
was no suggestion any¬ 
thing inappropriate 
occurred. 

For the offence, he 
was given an absolute 
discharge and the judge 
amended the order to 
refer to a girl under 16.

Added the prosecu¬ 
tor: “He disgracefully 
tried to portray that 
boy as speaking in a 
sexual manner and 
actually blamed him.” 

Owen Williams for 
Jones said: “In the 
past, he suffered a 
tragedy. He deserves 
some credit for his 
guilty plea and he suf¬ 
fers significant ill 
health.” 

A sexual offences 
prevention order was 
made banning the 
defendant from contact 
of any kind with chil¬ 
dren under 16 for life 
and he was banned 
from working with 
children.

Cabinet member for children’s services Coun 
Chris Elmore said: “The council is pleased to work 
in partnership on this important topic to avoid road 
traffic accidents among this vulnerable group. 

“Passing your driving test is an exciting event in a 
young person's life because it gives you more free¬ 
dom and independence, but young drivers must 
always remember the dangers involved in getting 
behind the wheel.”

RECENTLY (and 
for the first time 
ever ) 25 of the 
UK’s leading 
wildlife organisa¬ 
tions joined forces 
to undertake a head 
count of nature and 
discover just how 
under threat it is. 

The ‘State of Nature’ 
report confirms our 
worst fears, that our 
wildlife is declining at 
an alarming rate. 

In the last 50 years, 

60 per cent of the 
species monitored have 
declined, over half of 
them substantially. 

One in 10 species is 
under threat of extinc¬ 
tion; hedgehogs have 
declined by around a 
third since the millenni¬ 
um; the small tortoise¬ 
shell butterfly has 
declined in abundance 
by 77 per cent in the last 
ten years and turtle 
doves have declined by 
93 per cent since 1970. 

Losses of European 
eel have been so great 
that it is considered at 


extremely high risk of 
extinction globally; UK 
bird populations are 
down by 44 million 
since the 1960s; and we 
have lost 98 per cent of 
our wildflower meadows 
since the 1950s. 

I strongly believe that 
this groundbreaking 
report cannot and must 
not be ignored. 

To just file it away on 
some dusty governmen¬ 
tal shelf would be a 
crime against the Natural 
World itself. 

We all have a duty to 
act on its grim findings. 

Everyone must play 
their role in reversing 
this downward spiral; 
individuals, communi¬ 
ties, businesses, farmers 
and charities all need to 
work together to help 
save the Nature of 
Britain, to finally stand 
up for our wildlife.

Why should Cardiff get 
more funding than Vale? 


T WO weeks ago, I 
revealed the poor 
financial settle¬ 
ment we in Barry and 
the Vale receive from the 
Welsh Government, 
according to House of 
Commons research, and 
the response to that arti¬ 
cle has been overwhelm¬ 
ing. 

I have, therefore, set up 
an online petition to high¬ 
light to Welsh Government 
Ministers the strength of 
feeling locally. 

You can find the petition 
on my website, 
aluncairns.co.uk and I hope 
that you consider supporting 
it. 

Local residents are angry 
that the Vale receives one of 
the lowest financial settle¬ 
ments per person across the 
whole of Wales. 

The Vale receives £202 
less per person than Cardiff; 
£226 less than Bridgend and 
£409 less than Rhondda 
Cynon Taff. 

If we received the same 
funding per person as 
Cardiff council, we would 
gain an extra £25.6m. 
Imagine what we could 
achieve in the regeneration 
of Barry and the towns of 
the rural Vale with that type 
of funding year in, year out.

would also give us lower 
council taxes. Last year, we 
experienced one of the high¬ 
est increases across Wales. 
On the other side of the 
boundary, Cardiff had a 
freeze in council tax levels. 

People naturally under¬ 
stand that needs differ 
across Wales and that money 
granted to each council 
needs to reflect that. 

However, we have got to 
the point where the Vale is 
subsidising parts of Wales 
that are more prosperous. 


Cardiff is one of the most 
prosperous cities across the 
UK. 

Most worrying is the way 
the funding gap is widening. 
The difference with Cardiff 
last year was £77 per person. 
We cannot see the gap con¬ 
tinue to widen on this basis. 
The gap with Bridgend also 
deteriorated. 

Regeneration of Barry is a 
key priority. We cannot 
make significant progress on 
this without appropriate 
funding. Using a fraction of 
the £25m that we are short 
changed would have a major 
impact. 

I have asked the Vale 
Council what efforts they 
have made in their discus¬ 
sions with the Welsh 
Government on this issue 
and will advise you as soon 
as I receive a response. We 
cannot continue to be treat¬ 
ed this way. 

In the meantime, please 
sign the online petition. The 
more noise we make, the 
more we will be heard. 

For too long, the Vale has 
been used as a cash-cow for 
the rest of Wales. 

At a time when services 
are being cut back, we can¬ 
not be taken for granted in 
this way.

BARRY CADETS TAKE TO 
THE AIR AT ST ATHAN 


RECENTLY, four 
Air Cadets from 
372 (Barry) 
Squadron flew in 
the modern 
Vigilant glider at 
MoD St Athan, 
gaining at first 
hand the sensation 
of glider flying. 

Arriving early in the 
morning at 634 
Volunteer Gliding 
Squadron, the cadets 
were immediately given 
detailed safety, weather, 
flying and operational 
briefs relating to the 
day’s activities. 

This was also the 
point at which the 
cadets were introduced 
to their pilots and 
ground staff who would 
be looking after them. 

The aim of the day 
was to gain experience 
of flying the glider 
under the guidance of 
the pilot, using the con¬ 
trol column and rudder 
pedals. 

Each flight typically 
lasts 20-30 minutes, 
flying at about 1,500 
feet is sufficient to 
carry out all the training 
on each particular sor¬ 
tie, as well as providing 
excellent aerial views 
of the Vale. 

The cadets were sur¬ 
prised at just how easy 
it felt to fly the glider. 

The cadets: Ellie 
Poulakis (16), Alex 
Spragg (14), Pippa 


Cowles (14) and Vicky 
Williams (13) thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed them¬ 
selves. In the process 
they learnt about glider 
flying at first hand 
while passing their 
Gliding I nduction 
Course, with “flying 
colours” . 

Ellie commented 
about the flight: “That 
was really exciting and 
I can’t wait to fly again. 
It was an amazing 
flight”. 

The Air Cadets also 
undertake many other 
exciting activities, 
including adventure 
training, shooting, 
sport, field craft, project 
work and the Duke of 
Edinburgh Award 
Scheme, expeditions 
and camps to RAF 
Stations around the 
United Kingdom.

book, Wings Over 
Summer , is dedicat¬ 
ed. 

They were able to 
tell Ron more about 
their uncle, and about a 
surprise link from his 
own childhood. 

Ron explained: “I 
was contacted by 
Delme Whitbread, 
Laurie’s nephew, who 
lives in Shrewsbury. 
Delme said how 
delighted he was at the 
dedication of the book 
and gave me more 
detail about his uncle, 
and his tragic death. 

“Laurie Whitbread 
was born in Ludlow 
and went to the local 
grammar school. 

“He joined the RAF 
six months before the 
start of the Second 
World War and, during 
the Battle of Britain, 
was flying Spitfires on 
222 Squadron at RAF 
Duxford in 
Cambridgeshire, the 
same base as Douglas 
Bader. 

“On September 9, 
1940, he shot down a 
Messerschmitt 109, but 
then, on September 20, 
his Spitfire was hit by a 
Messerschmitt in a sur¬ 
prise attack over 
Rochester, Kent. 

“The aircraft crashed 
and, although Laurie 
was thrown clear of the 
wreckage, he did not 
survive. He was 26 
years old. 

“As a child, I used to 
pass Laurie’s grave in a 
cemetery in Ludlow, 
and I’ve continued to 
pay my respects on my 
regular visits to the 
town. My late parents 
are buried nearby. 

“Laurie was one of 
the major inspirations 
for my 32-year RAF 
career, but also for 
Wings Over Summer. 

“ The book is set 
among the air battles 
over southern England 
in the summer of 1940, 
but one of the two main 
characters is a Spitfire 
pilot from Barry.” 


Ron was also put in 
touch with Sally 
Stubbs, daughter of 
Laurie’s sister, who 
lives in Ludlow. 

She confirmed that 
her mother, Vera 
Bodenham, was one of 
his junior school teach¬ 
ers. 

He continued: “We 
youngsters all knew 
Mrs Bodenham’s broth¬ 
er had been shot down 
in the war, but if I ever 
knew he was Laurie 
Whitbread, I’d long 
forgotten the fact,and I 
would never have 
dreamt that, nearly 50 
years later, I would 
dedicate a novel to him. 

“Wings Over 
Summer is selling really 
well, and has been in 
the top 50 war fiction 
books on Amazon for 
the last few weeks. 

“It also received a 
favourable review on 
the BBC Radio Wales 
book programme, Phil 
The Shelf, aired on July 
22 .” 

The final surprise for 
Ron is being asked to 
do a book signing, 
something he thought 
only happened to other 
people. 

“I will be signing 
copies of Wings Over 
Summer in Castle Book 
Shop in Ludlow at 
11am on Saturday 
(August 3). Delme 
Whitbread says he will 
be there with some 
memorabilia, including 
his uncle’s flying jack¬ 
et.”

TINKINSWOOD 
and St Lythan’s 
burial chamber in 
the Vale, are among 
Wales’s top 10 
archaeological sites 
named by Culture 
Minister John 
Griffiths AM and 
heritage body 
Cadw, at the 
launch of the Welsh 
Government’s 
Community 
Archaeology 
Framework. 

The Minister said: 
“Wales’s historic envi¬ 
ronment is second to 
none and Cadw, which 
takes its name from the 
Welsh phrase ‘to keep’, 
is charged with looking 
after it. As part of this 
charge, Cadw manages 
129 properties which are 
in state care. 

“As well as the 
grandeur and solidity of 
our world-famous cas¬ 
tles, and the soaring 
grace of our religious 
houses, this portfolio 
includes a host of his¬ 
toric gems all across 
Wales and a timespan of 
around 6,000 years. 

“Tinkinswood and St 
Lythan’s burial cham¬ 
bers are impressive 
monuments that date 
back to the time of the 
first farmers, around 
6,000 years ago and are 


one of the few clues we 
have into life in that far¬ 
away period. They are 
burial monuments, 
places to honour the 
ancestors. 

“Excavated in the 
19th century by anti¬ 
quarians in search of 
treasures, they have 
remained a fascination 
right up to the present 
day.”

Well Road which led 
them to East Aberthaw.

‘Growth markets 
not in the EIT 


A recent GEM 
correspondent 
invites us to 
imagine life outside 
the EU - so I will give 
it a try - a main 
frightener is loss of 
trade; the single mar¬ 
ket, and the deal 
being negotiated with 
the USA. 

As I understand it, if 
we joined the European 
free trade area we would 
still have access to both 
of these, and without the 
political baggage that 
comes with EU member¬ 
ship. 

I have heard no politi¬ 
cian even mention this 
possibility. In any case, 
growth markets are not 
in the EU, they are in 
the rest of the world. 

At present, our inter¬ 
ests in the councils 
which set international 
trade standards (includ¬ 
ing in the EU) are repre¬ 
sented for us by the EU. 
Norway, for example, 
has its own voice in 
these deliberations. 

We could regain con¬ 
trol of our fishing indus¬ 
try, or what of it has not 
been wrecked by the 
Common Fisheries 
Policy. 

We could take control 
of our foreign aid budg¬ 
et. A large part of this is 
administered by 
Brussels. If your readers 
wanted to donate money 
to a good cause would 
they (a) choose one; (b) 
let the UK Government 
choose one; (c) send the 


money to Brussels? 

We could regain con¬ 
trol of our borders. At 
present, the rule appears 
to be that we have to let 
Europeans gatecrash this 
country in order that we 
can gatecrash theirs. 
Good fences make good 
neighbours. 

We could save the 
large amounts of money 
that we give to the EU. 
Large amounts of this it 
loses (no audited 
accounts for 18 years). 

Some it wastes on 
exercises, such as the 
monthly trek between 
Brussels and Strasbourg. 

Then it gives us back 
some of what is left and 
tells us how to spend it. 

And then it makes us 
put up flags demonstrat¬ 
ing our gratitude at 
being given back some 
of our own money. 

What sort of deal is 
that, when we could 
decide ourselves what 
wants doing? And I do 
wish someone would do 
an expose of MEPs’ 
expenses claims! 

It would become 
apparent that the impetus 
behind the bottomless pit 
which is HS2 is (as with 
HS1 to Dover) none 
other than the EU with 
its directive for transport 
integration. Has anyone 
heard Mr Cameron men¬ 
tion this? We cannot 
expect Mr Clegg to do 
so.

Liverpool 
trip looks 
at history 
of slavery

school visited the International Slavery 
Museum in Liverpool. 

The focus of the trip was to hear the 
untold stories of enslaved people and to 
learn about historical and contemporary 
slavery. 

There are three main galleries in the 
museum - ‘Life in West Africa ’, 
‘Enslavement and the Middle Passage ’, 
and ‘Legacies of Slavery’. The boys 
found the second gallery especially 
helpful, as they are currently studying 
the transatlantic slave trade.

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‘POTENTIALLY SERIOUS ISSUES UNCOVERED’ 

Council building department under 
review after auditors are called in 


MAJOR CHANGES are on 
the way in the Vale Council’s 
building services - after an 
internal audit uncovered 
“potentially serious issues”. 

The news was revealed at Monday’s 
meeting of the Vale Council cabinet 
(July 29) in a report by managing direc¬ 
tor Sian Davies. 

Cabinet members were told that in 
March this year, concerns were raised 
with the Head of Accountancy and 
Resource Management. 

These concerns included suggestions 
that some building services staff were 
claiming to be on jobs when they were 
not, were taking extended lunch breaks, 
and were using vans for non work-relat¬ 
ed purposes. 

Cabinet members were told that “a 
robust audit investigation” was carried 
out, and the results were detailed in the 
managing director’s report. 

The report said that, on initial investi¬ 
gation, it has been identified that further 
testing and evidence collection is 
required to prove or disprove the allega¬ 


tions raised. These are currently under 
investigation and will be the subject of 
separate audit reports. 

However, the managing director’s 
report says that an expensive electronic 
state of-the-art system, designed to keep 
track of staff who were out of the office 
on jobs, is not being operated correctly. 

The report says that the system initial¬ 
ly went well, but concerns led to a report 
this February, and this prompted a much 
more “robust” audit. 

The report says that the electronic 
mobile system appears to be a good sys¬ 
tem and has a proven track record of 
working. 

Hardware and software has been 
bought with a view to rolling out the 
mobile system across the whole service, 
although this has not happened to date. 

The report says: “It should be noted 
that the additional equipment procured 
is still sitting idle. In total, £768,000 
has been spent on the complete system 
(eConSol and Opti-Time) and annual 
maintenance since 2008. 

“This can only be justified if the effi¬ 
ciencies generated by its implementation

are greater than the cost. ” 

The report goes on: “Based upon the 
testing undertaken, the auditors have 
found that the operatives are no longer 
using the Personal Digital Assistants 
(PDAs) correctly (these are hand-held 
devices through which they receive their 
daily schedule of jobs to be undertaken). 

“Operatives are stating they are ‘on 
way’ when clearly they are elsewhere 
and that they arrive ‘on site’, in some 
cases, several hours later”. 

The report continues: “The findings of 
this review has revealed that the opera¬ 
tives have a large proportion of idle/non 
verified time. 

“The whole ethos of mobile working 
is based on the fact that operatives can 
start work from home and go straight to 
site, making the service more efficient. 

“However, the auditors have found 
that many operatives tend to come to the 
Alps at the start and end of the working 
day, and this time is also charged to the 
client. ” 

The report has this to say about 


staffing levels: “These findings imply 
that there are too many operatives or not 
enough work. Building Services has 
taken on 11 agency workers since 
September 2012 to undertake WHQS 
(Welsh Housing Quality Standard) 
work. 

“The need for this level of agency 
staff is, therefore, questionable, and 
management should be reviewing the 
work levels and skills of permanent 
staff. ” 

Coun Phil Clarke, an independent 
councillor who represents Rhoose, told 
The GEM: “A number of local residents 
had raised concerns with me about 
working practices in this department. 

“The report seems to show that these 
concerns have some foundation. 

“It is important that public money and 
resources should be used as efficiently 
as possible, and I am encouraged to see 
the council taking prompt action.” 

These actions include the setting up of 
a cabinet working group to look at the 
issues raised by the report. 

Also, the Director of Visible Services 
and Housing, and the Head of Housing 


and Building Services have been told to 
put systems in place that will get the 
electronic monitoring system working 
properly. 

This should, says the report, be with a 
view to rolling out the electronic mobile 
working system, as appropriate, to the 
entire Building Services workforce 
including WHQS and public buildings 
work. 

The head of Housing and Building 
Services is being asked to put together a 
project plan to deal with all the issues 
raised in the report. 

This plan will need to be approved by 
the managing director, the director of 
Visible Services and Housing, the 
Leader and the relevant cabinet member. 

The head of Housing and Building 
Services has also been asked to arrange 
refresher training as soon as possible for 
all relevant staff on the correct use of 
the PDAs and the electronic monitoring 
system. 

Also, Internal Audit will continue to 
investigate specific allegations and any 
other issues arising from the audit. 
Outcomes will be reported separately.

THE remaining 
buildings on the site 
of St Cyres School 
in Dinas Powys will 
be demolished 
before the summer 
is out, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

In making the deci¬ 
sion, the cabinet of the 
Vale Council cited the 
costs of maintaining and 
securing the buildings 
from theft and vandal¬ 
ism. 

Specialist contractors 
and consultants will 
move in to do ground 
condition and topograph¬ 
ic surveys - surveys that 
will inform any subse¬ 
quent decisions on the 
future of the site. 
However, some locals 
are angry, saying that 
recent consultation did 
not make clear that dem¬ 
olition was on the hori¬ 
zon. 

Cabinet members at 
the meeting were told 
that a public consultation 
generated a total of 477 
responses, including an 
“expression of interest in 
the former school build¬ 
ings from a third party 
community group”. 

The report said that 
subsequent discussions 
with this group at a meet¬ 
ing with officers has con¬ 
firmed that their propos¬ 
als are not dependant 
upon using the existing 
buildings. 

Members were told 
that the empty school 
buildings have become 
an “on-going security 
and maintenance liabili¬ 
ty” - and that demolition 
was the answer. 

An ‘urgency proce¬ 
dure’ has been requested 
to ensure that the demoli¬ 
tion project can start dur¬ 
ing the school summer 
holidays to reduce the 
risks associated with 
children playing on the 
site or entering the build¬ 


ing following a break-in 
before the building is re¬ 
secured. The report said 
that buildings have been 
secured since the school 
left in July 2012 but have 
suffered repeated break- 
ins. The cost to board up 
the building and replace 
damaged boarding 
totalled £24,716 in 
2012/13 and £5,057 to 
date in 2013/14. 

If the buildings are not 
demolished these costs 
will continue to be 
incurred. Following a 
risk assessment, council 
officers cannot attend the 
site alone, so each report¬ 
ed break-in requires 
attendance from two offi¬ 
cers, including the coun¬ 
cil’s asbestos surveyor to 
confirm that no damage 
has been caused to 
asbestos containing 
materials within the 
building. 

The estimated cost of 
the demolition of the 
property is in the region 
of £300,000 and will be 
funded from the School 
Investment Strategy 
fund, which will be reim¬ 
bursed by capital receipts 
received through the sale 
of part of the site to 
Brackley Investments for 
the construction of a 
medical centre. 

Coun Chris Franks of 
Plaid Cymru, who repre¬ 
sents Dinas Powys on the 
Vale Council, said: 
“During the consultation 
process, the option to tear 
down all the buildings 
was not disclosed in any 
meaningful way during 
public meetings, the 
report to the community 
council, at the cabinet 
question and answer ses¬ 
sion held in Dinas 
Powys, or through the 
documents produced by 
the authority. 

“The latest leaflet pro¬ 
duced by the council and 
circulated to the commu¬ 
nity entitled ‘The Next 
Steps’ fails to mention 


the intention to demolish 
the buildings.” 

Local councillors have 
not been formally 
involved with the cabinet 
working party or invited 
to comment or give evi¬ 
dence concerned with the 
development of the site.” 

He continued: “There 
is reference to a ‘third 
party community group’ 
in the report. 
Unfortunately the identi¬ 
ty of this group is 
unclear. 

“However, I would 
specifically ask if any 
definite offer has been 
made to any group to 
make use of any of the 
buildings and what was 
the response. 

“Is there not an option 
to maintain a section of 
the buildings for commu¬ 
nity use? This should cut 
costs of rebuild in the 
cases of say, the Baptist 
Church and the Gym 
Club. I would urge that 
this matter be deferred 
for wider consultations.” 

In response, Coun 
Chris Elmore, the cabinet 
member for children’s 
services, said: “The con¬ 


sultation for potential 
uses for the site as a 
whole was wide ranging, 
I do not agree that there 
was inadequate consulta¬ 
tion. The extensive con¬ 
sultation did not reveal a 
feasible use for the for¬ 
mer school buildings. 

“The condition of the 
buildings gives me grave 
cause for concern and to 
minimise the risk to the 
community the report 
recommended the demo¬ 
lition of the buildings as 
soon as possible. 

Local councillors for 
Dinas Powys have been 
invited to inspect the 
buildings so they can see 
the condition for them¬ 
selves. 

“Officers are still hav¬ 
ing positive discussions 
with community groups 
and other organisations 
regarding a mixed devel¬ 
opment at the site. 

“I can assure the local 
members that they will 
be consulted upon the 
options, as we have 
already done in the 
development of the new 
medical centre at the 
site,” he added.

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The Wolverine regains his bite 
in superb blockbuster movie 


H aving cut 

a swathe 
with his 

adamantium claws 
through three X- 
Men films, the pop¬ 
ularity of the char¬ 
acter of Wolverine , 
played by Hugh 
Jackman, was beg¬ 
ging for a stand¬ 
alone film. 

However, 2009’s X- 
Men Origins: Wolverine 
was something of a 
damp squib of a film, 
hardly doing the charac¬ 
ter justice, a wrong 
James Mangold’s The 
Wolverine aims to right. 

Set after events of X- 
Men: The Last Stand, 
Wolverine travels to 
Japan, where he meets 
up with an old acquain¬ 
tance who has interests 
in his particular mutant 
abilities. When he finds 
himself losing his abili¬ 
ties to regenerate, it 
forces him to look 
inside himself and be 


aware of his own mor¬ 
tality. Meanwhile, a 
family feud rages 
around him, threatening 
to engulf those he has 
become close to... 

The summer block¬ 
buster season so far has 
'consisted of who can 
seemingly demolish as 
much as cityscape as 
possible within their 
allotted time frame 
(the winner? Pacific 
Rim, though Man Of 
Steel runs it close); this 
overload of destruction 
has certainly dulled the 
senses, so it’s pleasing 
to report that The 
Wolverine features no 
smashing up of build¬ 
ings or levelling of 
towns. 

In fact, in block¬ 
buster terms it’s low- 
key, the action 
sequences fleeting but 
thrillingly staged, the 
focus instead on a char¬ 
acter whose depths 
haven’t been sufficient¬ 
ly investigated as yet 
and on a story that 


engages wholly - in 
short, The Wolverine 
may just be the best 
superhero movie 
released this year. 

Having had the sens¬ 
es dulled by the carnage 
offered by others of its 
ilk, The Wolverine 
instead takes Frank 
Miller’s celebrated 
comic-book series of 
Wolverine in the land of 
the rising sun and fash¬ 
ions a stylish film that, 
for the first time, really 
focuses on the charac¬ 
ter, his strengths and 
what happens to a man 
who has the ability to 
live forever. 

Mortality is a key 
theme here, how 
Wolverine sees those he 
loves slip away while 
he goes on living, and 
it’s this grounding in a 
more realistic 
sensibility that really 
sets the film apart from 
its brethren, the motiva¬ 
tions of the characters 
pushed by human con¬ 
cern rather than the

delivers. 

VERDICT - 
Wonderfully directed, 
superbly acted, and 
delivering all you would 
want, The Wolverine is 
an incredibly engaging 
piece of work that ticks 
all the boxes. James 
Mangold’s direction 
brims with brawn and 
beauty, while Hugh 
Jackman has never been 
better in title role - a 
great success.

Town United in friendly game 




A bumper crowd at 
Jenner Park on 
Saturday saw 
Gavin 

Chesterfield’s 
Barry Town United 
contest an exciting 
friendly against a 
strong side from 
neighbours Cardiff 
City. 

Cardiff’s starting line¬ 
up included several play¬ 
ers who had featured in 
their 2012 League Cup 
final against Liverpool, 
including goalscorer Joe 
Mason, international 
marksman Rudy Gestede 
and formidable 
Slovakian midfielder 
Filip Kiss. 

They were joined by 
Slovenian international 
Etien Velikonja, a mil- 
lion-pound forward with 
UEFA Champions 
League pedigree, and 
French trialist Raphael 
Calvet, formerly of 
Auxerre, amongst others. 

With the calibre of 
player on show, some 
had predicted a difficult 
afternoon for the home 
side on the hallowed 
Jenner Park turf. 
However, Gavin 
Chesterfield’s team 
equipped themselves 
well in the opening 
third, restricting 
Cardiff’s chances and 
carving out routes for¬ 
ward at the opposite end, 
while showcasing some 
good football in the mid¬ 
dle of the field. 

Former Wycombe 
Wanderers playmaker 
Kadeem Harris 
impressed for Cardiff, 
playing a key role in 
several moves. 

Harris and his team¬ 
mates were kept at Barry 
for the first 30 minutes 
by the Barry defence, 
marshalled by veteran 
Damon Searle, himself a 
former Cardiff favourite. 

It was, however, 

Harris who would open 
the scoring on the half- 
hour; carrying the ball 
forward and unleashing 
a spectacular curling 
effort from outside the 
box into the bottom 
right-hand corner of the 
Barry net, past goalkeep¬ 
er Brendan Cropley. It 
was the kind of quality 
that is exceptionally hard 


to defend against. 

Nevertheless, the 
fighting spirit of the 
Barry players, which 
carried them all the way 
to a Welsh Cup semi¬ 
final last season, was 
present again in abun¬ 
dance, and the home 
side continued to play 
football, in front of an 
enthused crowd of some 
1,650. 

Remarkably, the 
Bluebirds’ lead would 
last less than five min¬ 
utes - Barry turning one 
of several excellent peri¬ 
ods of play into an all- 
important equaliser. 

A well-delivered 
Barry free-kick from 40- 
yards out asked ques¬ 
tions of the Cardiff 
defence and saw mid¬ 
fielder Michael Hartley 
break away from his 
marker. Hartley then cut 
inside as the ball 
descended and finished 
the set piece perfectly 
with a smart left-footed 
finish from six yards 
out. 

Amazingly, things 
would get even better for 
the hosts. Capitalising 
on a breakaway opportu¬ 
nity, TJ Nagi, who had 
looked a threat all half, 
fed the ball to strike 
partner Jordan Cotterill - 
whose sensational shot 
from 25-yards skimmed 
the outstretched finger¬ 
tips of goalkeeper Liam 
Matthews and flew mere 
inches over the crossbar. 


From the resulting 
corner, the Barry attack¬ 
ers then raided the near 
post; clearing the way 
for hometown boy Lewis 
Cosslett to rise above his 
man in the middle and 
deliver a perfect header 
past Matthews. 

Barry were ahead, to 
the delight of the home 
fans, and would main¬ 
tain their lead to the 
break - a remarkable 
feat considering the stan¬ 
dard of their opponents. 

At half-time, the team 
without a league were 
ahead against the 
Premiership club. In its 
nearly 100 years of foot¬ 
ball, Jenner Park had 
never seen anything like 
it. 

After the restart, 

Barry continued to work 
hard and play well, as 
Cardiff began to fight 
back; Mason rattling the 
crossbar with one strong 
effort that ricocheted off 
substitute Barry goal¬ 
keeper Dan Bradley’s 
line. 

Bradley, entering his 
eighth season at Jenner 
Park, did well to stop an 
inquisitive Cardiff free- 
kick later on, but could 
do little to prevent 
Cardiff’s equaliser, 
which came after a peri¬ 
od of first-rate build-up 
play. 

After patiently con¬ 
structing their attack on 
the Barry goal, Harris 
broke through, beating 


two defenders, only for 
Bradley to stop his pow¬ 
erful shot with an 
instinctive block at the 
near post. 

Unfortunately for 
Barry, the ball fell kindly 
for Cardiff and was 
headed back across goal 
to the awaiting 
Velikonja, who tapped 
home from close range 
to level the scores. 

Things would get 
more difficult for the 
Town when the 
Bluebirds introduced 8 
substitutes at once; tiring 
Barry legs continuing to 
work hard to keep up 
with the pace of the pro¬ 
fessionals. 

Both sides though had 
their opportunities to 
win the match; Bradley 
stopping a Cardiff free- 
kick and Nagi almost 
finding a way through at 
the opposite end. 

However, the match 
appeared poised to end 
in a draw, before Cardiff 
grabbed a third in the 
82nd minute to settle 
things in their favour. 

Firing a long ball 
down the field, the 
Bluebirds orchestrated a 
cross from the right 
flank that met the head 
of substitute forward 
Rhys Healey at the back 
post. The promising 
Healey then did enough 
to put the ball into the 
Barry net, under pres¬ 
sure from a defender. 

In the final minutes, 




Barry attempted to find a 
second equaliser, with 
lively substitute Ryan 
Evans having a trade¬ 
mark free-kick charged 
down by the Cardiff 
wall. Nagi thought he 
had made the break¬ 
through late on, running 
onto a through-ball and 
finishing past Cardiff’s 
outrushing substitute 
goalkeeper Jordan Bell; 
however, Nagi’s effort 
was deemed to have 
been offside, and thus 
was chalked off. 

In the final passage of 
play, the ball dropped 
kindly to Evans on the 
edge of the Cardiff 
penalty area. Evans then 
looped it cleverly over a 
Bluebirds defender, but 
his shot was blocked by 
another and Cardiff did 
enough to ensure that 
Nagi could not follow up 
on the rebound, forcing 
him to run the ball out of 
play. 

As the final whistle 
blew and raindrops 
began to descend on 
Jenner Park, Cardiff will 
have been happy to 
come away with another 
pre-season victory. 

Nevertheless, despite 
their 3-2 defeat, Barry’s 
loyal and committed 
players can be proud 
with a display that saw 
them test their profes¬ 
sional opponents from 
kick-off to final whistle.

WOMEN AT 
THE FRONT 
FOR WARTIME 
WEEKEND 


BECAUSE of 
wartime rationing, 
‘Make do and 
mend’ became a 
way of life for 
Barrians during the 
Second World War, 
and this year’s 
Wartime Weekend 
sees the return of 
wartime austerity 
expert ‘May’, who 
will once again be 
showing visitors 
how we made the 
best of things dur¬ 
ing those dark 
wartime years. 

By the second year of 
the war the materials 
used for clothing had 
become scarce, so 
rationing of these was 
also introduced. 

This had the effect of 
changing the fashion of 
the period, as people 
couldn’t simply buy a 
new item of clothing, 
unless they had enough 
stamps on their ration 
card. A new winter coat 
for example, would use a 
whole year’s clothing 
ration. 

People repaired their 
clothes; often unpicking 
a woollen jumper and 
using the wool to knit a 
new one. Stripes became 
fashionable, as the wool 
from two or three gar¬ 
ments could be used to 
make one new item. 

As part of this year’s 
Barry Wartime Weekend, 
we will have a ‘Wartime 
Housewife’ demonstrat¬ 
ing how people made do 
and repaired their 
clothes. 

Despite the austerity 
caused by wartime 
rationing, women of the 
era were very fashion 
conscious; perhaps due 


to the high numbers of 
single American soldiers 
that had been stationed 
around Britain. 

During the Barry 
Wartime Weekend peri¬ 
od, models will be parad¬ 
ing the fashion of the 
1940s. Taking place at 
the Barry Tourist 
Railway Station, the 
Barry Wartime Weekend 
will also highlight the 
more warlike role played 
by women during the 
Second World War. 

Not all women stayed 
at home. Some brave 
young women who spoke 
French, were trained as 
agents, and parachuted 
into occupied France to 
help freedom fighters 
there. 

Barry at War treasurer, 
Kerry Cope, will be 
demonstrating the 

unarmed combat skills 
used by these agents. 

With a vintage steam 
train, life-sized Spitfire 
aircraft and the events 
and period music that 
will be taking place 
throughout the event, 
there will be something 
for all the family at the 
Barry Wartime Weekend.
